AN ACT to amend sections fifty-seven hundred seventy-three (5773) and sixty-two hun-
dred eleven (6211) of the code, 1924, relating to the purchase or remodeling of city
or town halls and to the levy of a tax for a city hall fund. -

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

1 SECTION 1. Section fifty-seven hundred seventy-three (5773) of
the code, 1924, is hereby amended by inserting in line two (2) after
the word “erect” the following: *, purchase, or remodel”.

SEC. 2. Paragraph twenty-eight (28) of section sixty-two hun-
dred eleven (6211) of the code, 1924, is hereby amended by inserting
in line seven (7) after the word “build” the following: “, purchase,
or remodel”,

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CHAPTER 147

CITIES AND TOWNS—TAXATION—PARKS
S. F. 124

AN ACT to amend sections fifty-seven hundred ninety-three (5793) and fifty-seven hun-
dred ninety-five (5795) of the code, relating to additional tax authorized to be levied
for park purposes in cities having a population of over twenty-five hundred (2,600),
and to the anticipation of taxes levied for park purposes, and the issuing of park
certificates or bonds.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

SECTION 1. Section fifty-seven hundred ninety-three (5793) of the
code is amended by inserting immediately after the word ‘“same” in
the twelfth (12th) line of said section the following: “and lands
theretofore acquired”.

SEC. 2. Section fifty-seven hundred ninety-five (56795) of the code
is amended by inserting immediately after the word “sanfe”, appear-
ing in the fifth (5th) line of said section, the following: “and lands
theretofore acquired”.

SEC. 3. Section fifty-seven hundred ninety-five (5795) of the code
is amended by inserting immediately after the word “thereof” in
the thirteenth (13th) line of said section the following: ‘“and lands
theretofore acquired for park purposes”.
